AGREEMENT  FOR  555  CALIFORNIA  STREET  FOR  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF

RESOLVED,  In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Acting  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Telecommunication  and  Information  Services  (DTIS)  and  the  Director  of  Property,  that  the  Mayor 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
Permittee,  hereby  authorize  the  Director  of  Property  to  execute  a  written  roof  equipment  license 
extension  renewal  with  555  California  Street  Partners,  Owners,  for  rooftop  space  on  the  building 
commonly  known  as  555  California  Street  for  various  radio  antennae,  transmitters  or  relay  equipment. 

This  license  extension  renewal  shall  commence  retroactively  on  July  1,  1998  upon  approval  of 
the  resolution  authorizing  the  license  extension  renewal  and  shall  end  June  30,  2001.  .

RESOLVED,  In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Human  Services  and  the  Director  of  Property  that  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  Board  of
